To Restore Chartreuse Monastery. 
Tourists in all parts of the world 
will be interested to learn that the 
famous Grande Chartreuse monastery, 
which has been sadly neglected of 
recent years, is to be repaired and 
restored by the French authorities. 
Every year it is visited free by 60,000 
tourists, and if a small entrance fee 
were charged the monastery could be 
kept in good condition. 
The Grande 
Chartreuse was founded by St. Rruno 
in 10S4, and in 1122 it was completely 
destroyed by an avalanche, but was 
reconstructed 
soon after. 
Between 
the fourteenth and seventeenth cen­ 
turies it was destroyed by fire eight 
times, and rebuilt on th£ same site. 
The last fire took place in 1676, when 
the famous monastery 
was recon­ 
structed as it remains today, prac­ 
tically no change having been made 
during the last 236 years. 
It is a 
venerable monument of French re­ 
ligious architecture, 
situated in a 
picturesque site midst the Dauphiny 
Alps.
